One of the worst storms in v enrs 


v isited the sou thern 
p art 
of

cou nty , esp ecially in the neighborhood 


of Milroy , late y esterday afternoon. 


Mu ch damage was done by lightning, 
sev eral 
ham s 
and 
hou ses 
being 
stru ck. 
The storm was confined to 
the sou thern p art of the cou nty and 
seemed to center on Milroy . A heav y 
rain, accomp anied by hail, wind and 
lightning, swep t this section. 
Two barns at the Thomas Powers 
farm west of Milroy , were destroy ed 
by fire after being stru ck by lightning. 
Two horses p erished in the flames and 
Mr. Powers lost $200 in harness and 
a largo amou nt of grain and farming 
imp lements. 


A barn on the Frank Thomas p lace, 
which is near the Powers farm, was 
also hit by lightning and bu rned. No 
liv e stool: p erished, hu t the loss was 
qu ite heav y as Mr. Thomas 
had 
a 
large amou nt of grain in the barn and 
all the farming imp lements were de­ 
stroy ed. 
The home of Fred 
Shell- 
horn, on the Harlan Ov oHcese farm, 
was straek by lightning an 1 set on 
fire. 
The flames were 
ex tingu ished 
before mu ch damage resu lted. 


Considerable damage a s done in 
Milroy . 
The new school 
bu ilding 
was hit by lightning. 
The 
north­ 
west corner of the 
bu ilding 
was 
stru ck and a nu mber of brick were 
knocked ou t of p lace. 
The bu ilding 
did not take fire and the 
l e s s is v ery 
small. 
The telep hone p lant h » ro was 
7¡tit ou t of commission for some time. 
Wires were down and the lightning 
did considerable damage to the in­ 
terior of the p lant. 


The storm p assed east from Mil­ 
roy . 
A hou se on the 
Frank

Corkle farm was stru ck hu t did not 
take fii’e. 
A barn on the farm of 
Mrs. Jane Matney near New Salem 
was destroy ed and some liv e stock 
and farm imp lements were losi, bu t 
the damage is not known. 


Very little rain fell :n the eastern 
i nd northern p art of th? cou nt v . Tl.o 
hail that accomp anied the r iin did 
v ery little damage. 


Tin* lightning p u t p ractically ev ery 
telep hone line in the cou nty ou t of 
bu siness.

Silage during the la.st three de­ 


cades has come into 
general 
use 
throughout the United States, es­ 


pecially in these regions where the 


dairy industry 
has 
reached 
its 


greatest development. 
Silage is uni­ 


versally recognized as a good and 


cheap feed for farm stock, and par­ 


ticularly so for cattle and sheep, are 
the observations made in Farm ers’ 


Bulletin 57 8. 


Silage is the Iwvst 
and 
cheapest 


form in which a succulent feed can 


be provided for winter use, continues 


the bulletin. 
An acre of grain 
can 


be placed in the silo at a cost 
not 


exceeding that of shocking, husking, 
grinding, and shredding. 
Crops can 


be put in the silo during weather that 
can not he used in making hay or 


curing fodder, which is an important 


consideration in some localities. 


A given amount of corn 
in 
the 


form of silage will produce 
more 


milk than the same amount 
when 


shocked and dried. 
There is 
less 


waste in feeding silage than in feed­ 


ing fodder. 
Good silage properly fed 
is all consumed, and in addition very 


palatable. 
Like 
other 
succulent 
feeds it has a beneficial effect upon 


the digestive organs, ami some stock 


can 1m? kept on a given area of land 


when it is the basis of the ration. 


On account of the smaller cost for 


labor, silage can be used for supple­ 
menting pastures more economically 


than can soiling crops, unless only a 


small amount of supplementary feed 
is required. 
Converting 
the 
corn 


crop into silage clears the land soon­ 


er than if the corn crop is 
shocked 


and husked, and because of 
these 


advantages silage, in 
the 
general 


opinion of dairy fanners, has in ­ 


creased milk production per cow and 
has increased the profits per acre. 


In all parts of the United States 


where the silo has come into general 


use the principal silage crop is corn 


One reason for this is that ordinarily 
corn will product* more food m ater­ 


ial to the acre than any other crop 


which can be grown. 
it is 
more 


easily harvested and put into the silo 


than any of the hay crops, such as 


clover, cowpeas, or alfalfa. 
Furthermore, corn makes an excel­ 


lent quality of silage. 
The leg u m es, 


such a s clover and alfalfa, are liable 


to rot unless special care is taken 
to pack the silage thoroughly and 


force the air out. 
The only objec­ 


tion which lias been raised concern­ 


ing corn silage is the fact that it 


contains insufficient protein fully to 
meet the requirements of animals to 


which it may be fed. 
The best v a ­ 
riety of corn to plant is that which 


will mature and yield the 
largest 


amount of grain to the acre, since 


the. grain is the most valuable part of 


the corn plant. 
The variety com­ 
monly raised in any particular local­ 


ity for grain will also be the most 


satisfactory to grow’ 
for 
silage, 


be chopped before siloing as a m at­ 


ter of convenience in feeding and 


also to secure more thorough pack­ 


ing, although it can be placed in the 


silo without chopping. 
Clover should 


he harvested when in full bloom and 


some of the first heads are dead. 


Cowpeas, alfalfa, and soy beans 


can he successfully made into silage 


by exercising the same precautions 


as with clover. 
They should be cut 


at the same time as for haymaking. 
However, it is ordinarily preferable, 


as with clover, to make them into 


hay rather than silage. 
The fermen­ 


tations which takes place in silage 


made of legumes cause a great loss 


of nutritive material than with com 
silage. 
Com husks and pea 
vines 


from canning factories, 
beet 
pulp, 


and other by-products are also used 


in certain localities for filling 
the 


silo. 


Corn for the silo can he cut either 


by hand or by machine. 
Hand cut- 


thing is practiced on farms where the 


amount of corn to be harvested is so 


small as to make the 
expense 
of 


purchasing a 
corn 
harvester 
too 


great to ju stify its use. 
Hand cut­ 


ting is slow and laborious, and there 


are probably 
few 
localities 
now’ 


where the purchase of a 
harvester 


would not he a profitable investment. 


There are on the market 
several 


makes o f silage cutters that will give 


satisfaction. 
The rapacity of the

Perkins said in the campaign of 
l!)P2 that he stood for the Progres­ 


sive party and hacked it with his 


money because he wanted to make 


this country a better place in which 
to rear his children. 
This comment 


was the subject of much 
ridicule. 


Some Progressives never have taken 


him seriously, and among those are 


the Pinchots. 
Amos 
Pinchot has 


just expresed his opinions. 
In an 


open letter to Perkins, who is chair­ 


man of the national executive com­ 


mittee of the party, Pinchot demands 


that he.retire as chairman “ for the 


good of the party.”

Powers Than Believed. 


THE LAW IMPOSES THE DUTY 


It is Possible For Him to Make Ad­ 


ditional 
Requisitions if 
it’s 


Found They’re Needed. 


in the opinion o f the attorney gen­ 


eral, Thom as M. Honan, the State 


fire m arshal is empowered by law to 


go beyond the lo cal ordinances and 


regulations pertaining to fire preven­ 


tive m easures in an y 
com m unity, 


and, if he deems it necessary, make 


fu rth er provisions and regulations. 


This interpretation o f the fire m ar­ 


shal law w as sought in 
order 
to 


define clearly the State fire m arshal’s 


a uth ority in prescribing such regula­ 


tions, since the need fo r such action 


frequently arises. 


A tto rn ey G eneral H o n an ’s opinion 


is emphatic in defining the tire m a r­ 


sh al’s authdrity and has the backing 


o f a sim ilar opinion given recently 


by A tto rn ey 
G eneral Carm ody 
of 


New York. 


“ The State fire m arshal law ,” says 


M r. Honan in his opinion, “ gives the 


m arshal large powers and impose» 


upon him duties that are com pulsory 


with reference to the prevention of 


fires. 
Section two specifically pro­ 


vides that the State fire m arshal shall 


enforce all law s o f the State and the 


ordinances of the various cities and 


towns in Ind ian a with reference to 


the prevention of fires, storage, sale 


and use o f combustibles and explo­ 


sives. and in stallation and m ainte­ 


nance of autom atic or 
other fire 


alarm system s and fire extinguishing 


equipments, and the suppression of 


arson and investigation of the cause, 


origin 
and cireum stanees of fires. 


“ This section refers wholly to the 


law s o f the Slate , and the ordinances 


of the m unicipalities, and in addition 


the law also requires the fire m arshal 


to investigate the cause, origin and 


circum stance o f every fire, and fu r­ 


ther empowers said fire m arshal to 


make regulations pertaining thereto, 


which are additional to the ordin­ 


ance» of the various m uncipalitics. 


“ in other words, ft is not only the 


duty of the fire m arshal to enforce all 


the ordinances o f the various m unic­ 


ipalities as he finds them, but it i» 


also his duty to 
make regulations 


pertaining to fire prevention, and to 


enforce these regulations w ith the 


same degree o f ecrtain tv that lie en­ 


forces local ordinances. 


“ Should tin* tire m arshal conclude 


that a local ordinance does not fu lly 


cover m atters pertaining to fire p re­ 


vention, then in addition to requiring 


persons to com ply with «aid local o r­ 


dinances, they can also he compelled 


to com ply with an y additional and 


furth er regulations 
which the 
fire 


m arshal shall deem necessary.” 


This interpretation 
o f the 
law 


»hows that not only has the fire m ar­ 


shal the power and autho rity to make 


and enforce new regulations in any 


com m unity, but, also, that it is his 


duty to do so .

tinue. 


"I have about made up my mind 


as governor to ask the legislature to 
take account of this situation and to 
remove the university from its pres- 
ent site. I am seriously turning the 
matter over in my mind."

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Silage May Be Made Out of 


Many Kinds of Farm Products 


Silage during the last three de- 


cades has come into 
general 
use 


throughout the United States, es- 
pecially in these regions where the 
dairy industry 
lias 
reached 
its 


greatest development. Silage is uni- 
versally recognized as a good and 
cheap feed for farm stock, and par- 
ticularly so for cattle -md sheep, are 
the observations made in Farmers' 
Bulletin 578. 


Silage is the best 
and 
cheapest 


form in which a succulent feed can 
be provided for winter use, continues 
the bulletin. An acre of grain 
can 


be placed in the silo at a cost not 
exceeding that of shocking, husking, 
grinding, and shredding. 
Crops can 


be put in the silo during weather that 
can not be used in making hay or 
curing fodder, which is an important 
consideration in some localities. 


A given amount of corn 
in 
the 


form of silage will produce 
more 


milk than the same amount when 
shocked and dried. 
There is 
less 


waste in feeding silage than in feed- 
ing fodder. Good silage properly fed 
is all consumed, and'in addition very 
palatable. 
Like 
oilier 
succulent 


feeds it has a beneficial effect upon 
the digestive organs, and some stock 
can be kept on a given area of land 
when it is the basis of the ration. 


On account of the smaller cost for 


labor, silage can be used for supple- 
menting pastures more economically 
than can soiling crops, unless only a 
small amount of supplementary feed 
is required. 
Converting the 
corn 


crop into silage clears the land soon- 
er than if the corn crop is shocked 
and husked, and because of 
these 


advantages silage, in 
the 
general 


opinion of dairy farmers, has in- 
creased milk production per cow and 
has increased the profits per acre. 


In all parts of the United States 


where the silo has come into general 
use the principal silage crop is corn 
One reason for this is that ordinarily 
corn will produce more food mater- 
ial to the acre than any other crop 
which can be grow*). 
It is 
more 


easily harvested and put into the silo 
than any of the hay crops, such as 
clover, rmvpeas, or alfalfa. 


Furthermore, corn makes an excel- 


lent quality of silage. The legumes, 
such as clover and alfalfa, are liable 
to rot unless special care is taken 
to pack the silage thoroughly and 
force the air out. The only objec- 
tion which lias been raised concern- 


ing corn silage is the fact that it 
contains insufficient protein fully to 
meet the requirements of animals to 
which it may be fed. The best va- 
riety of corn to plant is that which 
will mature and yield the 
largest 


amount of grain to the acre, since 
the grain is the most valuable part of 
the corn plant. 
The variety com- 


monly raised in any particular local- 
ity for grain will also be the most 
satisfactory to grow 
for 
silage, 


be chopped before siloing as a mat- 
ter of convenience in feeding and 
also to secure more thorough pack- 
ing, although it can be placed in the 
silo without chopping. Clover should 
be harvested when iu full bloom and 
some of the first heads are dead. 


Cowpeas, alfalfa, and soy beans 


can be successfully made into silage 
by exercising the samp precautions 
as with clover. They should he cut 
at the same time as for haymaking. 
However, it is ordinarily preferable, 
as with clover, to make them into 
hay rather than silage. The fermen- 
tations which takes place in silage 
made of legumes cause a great loss 
of nutritive material than with corn 
silage. 
Corn husks and pea 
vines 


from canning factories, 
beet 
pulp, 


and other by-products are also used 
in certain localities for filling the 
silo. 


Corn for the silo can be cut either 


by hand or by machine. Hand cut- 
thing is practiced on farms where the 
amount of corn to be harvested is so 
small as to make the 
expense 
of 


purchasing a 
corn 
harvester 
too 


great to justify its use. Hand cut- 
ting is slow and laborious, and there 
are probably 
few 
localities 
now 


where the purchase of a 
harvester 


would not be a profitable investment. 


There are on the market 
several 


makes of silage cutters that, will give 
satisfaction. 
The capacity of the 


machine to be purchased is an im- 
portant consideration which should 
not be overlooked. 
Many 
persons 


make the mistake of getting a cutter 
which is too small, thus making the 
operation of filling the ?ilo very slow 
and interfering with the continuous 
employment of the entire force of 


men. 
It is belter to get a machine 


large enough, so that every one will 
be able to keep busy all the time. The 
larger 
cutters 
are equipped 
with 


self-feeders, a labor-saving 
device 


which the smaller sixes lack. 


The usual length of cutting .varies 


'rom one-half to 1-ineh. The latter 
is considered a little too long, since 
lieces of this length will 
neither 


pack so closely in the silo nor be so 
completely consumed when fed as 
will 
be shorter lengths. 
On 
the 


other hand, the tongue the pi-ices the 
more rapidly can the corn be run 
through the putter. 


In ease the corn has become too 


dry or ripe before it is put into the 
silo, water should be added to supply 
the deficiency of moisture necessary 
to make the silage pack properly. 
Unless it is well packed the 
silage 


will 
"fire-fang" 
or 
deteriorate 


through the growth of mold. Enough 
water should be added to restore the 
moisture content of the corn to what 
it would be if cut at the proper stage. 
The water may be added by running 
directly into the silo by means of a 
hose or by running through the blow- 
er. It is claimed that by running it 
into the blower the water is more 
thoroughly mixed with the cut corn.

Opinion by Attorney General Says 


State Fire Marshal Has Larger 


Powers Than Believed. 


THE LAW IMPOSES THE DUTY 


It is Possible For Him to Make Ad- 


ditional 
Requisitions if it's 


Found They're Needed. v 


Li the opinion of the attorney gen- 


crtil, Thomas M. Honan, the Stute 
fire marshal is empowered by law to 
go beyond the local ordinances and 
regulations pertaining to fife preven- 
tive measures in any 
community, 


and, it! he deems it necessary, make 
further provisions and regulations. 


This interpretation of the fire mar- 


shal law was sought in 
order 
to 


define clearly the State tire marshal's 
a uthority in prescribing such regula- 
tions, since the need for such action 
frequently arises. 


Attorney General Ilonan's opinion 


is emphatic in defining the fire mar- 
shal's authority and has the bucking 
of a similar opinion given recently 
by Attorney 
General Carmody 
of 


New York. 


''The Slate tire marshal law." says 


Mr. Hunan in his opinion, "idves the 
marshal large powers and imposes 
upon him duties that arc compulsory 
with reference to the prevention of 
lires. 
Section two specifically pro- 


vides (hat the State fire marshal shall 
enforce all laws of the State and the 
ordinances of the various cities and 
(owns in Indiana with reference to 
the prevention of fires, storage, sale 
and use of combustibles and explo- 
•nves. and installation and mainte- 
nance of automatic or 
other fire 


alarm systems and fire extinguishing 
equipments, and the suppression of 
arson and investigation of the cause, 
origin ;\ml circumstances of lives. 


"This section refers wholly to the 


laws of the State, and the ordinances 
if the municipalities, and in addition 
the law also requires the fire marshal 
to investigate the cause, origin and 
circumstance of every fire, and fur- 
ther empowers said fire marshal to 
make regulations pertaining thereto, 
which are additional to the ordin- 
ances ut the various muncipalities. 


"In other words, it is not only the 


duty of the fire marshal to enforce all 
Hie ordinances of the various munic- 
ipalities as he finds them, but it is 
also his duty to 
make regulations 


pertaining to fire prevention, and to 
enforce these regulations with the 
same degree of certainty that he en- 
forces local ordinances. 


"Should the tire marshal conclude 


ihnl :i local ordinance does not fully 
cover mailers perlaining to fire pre- 
vention, then in addition to requiring 
persons to comply with <aid local or- 
dinances, they can also be compelled 
to comply with any additional and 
further regulations which the fire 
marshal shall deem necessary." 


This interpretation 
of the 
law 


shows that not only has the fire mar- 
shal the power and authority to make 
and enforce new regulations in any 
community, but, also, that it is his 
dutv to do so.
